STATE 17— TENNESSEE 0. 



State’s goal line remains to be 
crossed this season. Tennessee failed 
to do it on Saturday by a whole 
‘ ‘ row of apple trees. ’ ’ 

Tennessee showed class in line 
plunging and kicking — not the ball 
but against everything in particular. 
This was the only thing which 
marred the otherwise good game. 
The time of the 25-20 halves was 
lengthened to two hours by the squab- 
bling of the volunteers and their 
Coach Levene who continually walk- 
ed out on the field to kick against the 
decisions of the referee and the 
umpire. 

Tennessee has a gerat bunch of 
football players who have the grit 
and determination enough and who 
are star players and mighty good 
fellows, but what they do lack is a 
coach. We know that only such 
squabbling as those square South 
erners did could only be caused by 
the training of a man like Levene. 

The game in detail: 

Kentucky State won me toss and 
it fell to Tennessee to kick off. Cap- 
tain Dougherty kicked off to Rodes, 
was downed on his own 20-yard line. 
Walters stopped Rodes’ line back 
and Kentucky punted to Peery, who 
was drowned on his own 20-yard line. 
Dougherty made 5 yards and was 
followed by Walters who added G 
more. Tennessee punted 25 yards to 
Shanklin, who returned the ball. 
Shanklin followed this up with a long 
end run, while Rodes, on the next 
play, carried the ball to Tennessee’s 
i-yard line. Tennessee’s line with- 
stood the attacks of the Kentuckians 
and the ball passed over. McAllister 
punted 30 yards to Rodes, who re- 
turned it 10. Kentucky was then 
penalized 5 yards for holding in the 
line. Rodes circles right end for 8 
yards. On the next play, Threlkeld 
carried the ball around the end and 
scored the first touchdown for Ken- 
tucky after six minutes of play. 
Rodes kicked goal and the score was 
G to 0 in favor of Kentucky. 

Tennessee kicked off and on the 
first play, Harbee punted for Ken- 
tucky. Rice made a 10-yard nm 
around the end. On the next play, 
Tennessee was penalized 5 yards for 
an offside play by Franklin. Raulstoa 
was injured and was replaced at 
right end by Rogers. Tennessee 



punted and Kentucky returned the 
ball to the center of the field, Ten- 
nesee secured the ball on downs and 
Wisenberg punted. Kentucky fum- 
bled the ball, which was secured by 
Johnson on Kentucky’s 15-yard lino. 
Peery gained 12 yards and Johnson 
added 1 more and the ball was on 
Kentucky’s 1-yard line. But Ken- 
tucky braced and on the next at- 
tempts no gains were made by Ten- 
nessee and the ball went to Ken- 
tucky. Kentucky punted out of dan- 
ger and on the first line-up, Weisen- 
berg made a forward pass to Rogers. 
Following this play, there was a 
lengthy argument, Kentucky claim- 
ing that the pass was illegal, not 
having passed forAvard 5 yards from 
the center of the line. Tlie pass was 
declared illegal. On the next play. 
Rice carried the ball to Kentucky’s 
5-yard line. An attempted forward 
pass of Tennessee’s passed over the 
goal line of Kentucky, where Barbee 
fell on the ball. Shanklin again 
punted out for Kentucky. McAllister 
returned the ball 10 yards. Ten- 
nessee made a successful forward 
pass to Rice, but Kentucky held for 
downs and the ball Avas lost to the 
Tennesseans. Shanklin carried the 
ball 15 yards and relieved Kentucky’s 
threatened goal. Kentucky was off 
side and was penalized 5 yards. On 
the next play, Kentucky punted. The 
ball was returned by Rice behind 
good interference to Kentucky’s 15- 
yard line and the game Avas called 
with the ball on this yard line. Dur- 
ing the fii-st half after the touch- 
down had been scored by Kentucky, 
the ball was almost wholly in Ken- 
tucky’s territory. Score Kentucky G, 
Tennessee, 0. 

Second Half. 

Rodes kicked off to Dougherty, 
who caught the ball on his own 30- 
yard line and was downed in his 
tracks. A fake end run by Rice 
failed and Johnson was thrown back 
for a loss. McAllister punted and 
Rodes returned the punt twenty 
yards. Tennessee was penalized 
fifteen yards for holding. Johnson 
was knocked out by Barbee and Mc- 



Allister Avas shifted to full, while 
Kipp went in at quarter. On the 
next play, Rodes was sent around the 
end for a touch-doAvn. Barbee failed 
to kick goal and the score Avas 11 to 0. 

Tennessee kicked off to Kentucky 
and on the next play, Kentucky punt- 
ed in return. Weisenberg fumbled 
the ball and it was secured by Rodes. 
Rodes gained six yards through the 
line and Threlkeld made fifteen more 
around the end. This brought the 
ball to Tennessee’s 1-yard line. Bar- 
bee fumbled the ball and it Avas 
secured by Tennessee. Kipp kicked 
the ball out and the punt Avas cap- 
tured by Rodes. Kentucky tried a 
forward pass, but it failed and Ken- 
tuckians took the penalty. Rodes got 
around Tennessee’s end and Avithout 
interference navigated the distance 
separating him from the goal line and 
scored the third touchdoAvn. Rodes 
kicked goal and the score Avas 17 
to 0 in favor of Kentucky. 

Rodes kicked off to Peery, Avho 
fumbled the ball. Shanklin recover- 
ed the fumble. In the next scrim- 
mage, Rice was injured and was taken 
out of the game. He Avas replaced by 
Chick at left end. 

Barbee and Shanklin on end runs 
carried the ball to Tennessee’s 5-yaril 
line. Tennessee’s line held firm and 
the ball Avas lost by Kentucky on the 
third down. Kipp punted to Shank- 
lin, Avho returned the ball tAventy 
yards. Rodes fumbled the ball and 
it was corralled by Walters. Peery 
Avas throAvn back for a loss on an 
attempted line buck, Avhile the same 
treatment Avas accorded to Weisen- 
berg on an end run. Kipp kicked 
outside to Weisenberg. Walters 
gained five yards, but Tennessee lost 
the ball on doAvns. Kentucky carried 
the ball to Tennessee’s 12-yard line 
Avhere Tennessee held for downs. 
Then the game Avas called with Ten- 
nessee in |K)ssession of the ball on its 
own 12-yard line. Final score: Ken- 
tucky 17; Tennessee, 0.

COACH LAVKXK SPKAK'. 

Tlio following ‘»tatf*nient made 
by oCarh Lovonc of the C. of T. 
iH'eds comment: 

A hattere<l, dejected k»t of foot- 
l)all ])layers, who on investijration, 
heini; identified hy their clotlies, 
]>roved to l)e the Volunteers of 
Tennessee, arrived in this city 
Sunday nijrlit. Coacli Levcm* U»- 
day i.satie<l the following: statenumt 
which out of (Inc justice to tlie f(d- 
lowers of the Oraiiire and White 
is ])nl)lislicd : 

Coach l.evcne writes to tlie 
S|M(rtinjr Editor of Tlie Sentinel 
as follows : 

“Tennessee ]dayed the jrnme 
Saturday with Kentucky State 
Cniversitv under very trying cir- 
cumstances. In the first place the 
Volnnte<>r authorities didn’t have 
a word of authority in the choice 
of officials, and a referee was 
chosen who before the end of the 
game stated: ‘Bovs, I don’t know 
a thing al>ont this. I didn’t want 
the job, and am sorry I took it.’ 
Thronghont the game the umpire 
usurped the referee’s power, and 
on penalizing Kentnekv the um- 
pire went to Barliee, captain of 
Kentucky, and said. ‘Well, Dick, 

I am certainly sorry, old man, hut 
I am afraid I will have to ix'iializo 
yon.’ As downtrodden as the Vol- 
unteers were they all had to laugh 
at this. 

“After the first half the Volun- 
teers didn’t have the heart to play 
real f(x>thall. Kentnekv’s toncli- 
downs came as follows : We kicked 
off to Kentucky. They got the . 
hall and tried two line hnoks, then 
limited. Tennessee fumbled, and 
Keiitncky recovered on the 40- 
yard line. They tried two end 
runs, and an on side kick. The 
hall went out of lx>nnds, with not 
a man within ten yards of it. A 
Kentnekv man got the hall, and 
the nm])ire, not the referee, said it 
was Kentnekv’s hall. Knlo XV., 
section 0, in the rule l)ook, eer- 
tainlv gives the hall to Tennesst'o, 
as any ayerage football fan knows. 
It is the referee’s duty to care for 
the ]>rogress of the hall, an^'^yay, 
and the umpire was certainly over- 
riding his authority. 

“Kentnekv had the hall on the 
15-vard line. Tried to line hncks. 
and on an end rim thev brought 
the hall to Tonuosset^’s five-vard 
liim. Everv man on the Kentnekv 
side held on the intorfertmee, hut 
no ]H*nalties were inflicted. Thev 
tried tliiw line hncks and eonldn’t 
g(*t it over. TennessiH* kiek(‘d out, 
and Kentnekv brought the hall to 
the 2r>-vard lim*. .V seri(‘s of end 
rims and liiu‘ hncks carri(‘d tin* 
hall to the fiv(‘-vard line again. 
Thev tluMi rushed it to the om>- 
vard line. On tlu> third attempt 
thev tlm'w their man ovt‘r ftH*t 
first. Doiighertv <dainu‘d a clear 
ease of hurdling, hut the nmpiiv 
— again the nnipire— said that it 



was Kentucky’s touchdown. The 
referee agreed and called it.Ken- 
tuckv’s scon\ 

“Tennessee kicked off and re- 
covered on the .50-yard line. By 
end hncks, and straight bucks, 
Donghertv, Walters and Pt*ery 
carried it to the 2,5-vard line. 
Tennessee tried a forward pass, 
placing the hall on the five-yard 
line. The umpire declared an il- 
legal formation. 

“Before the game it was agi’cod 
that T should go (ui the field when- 
ever T desired to kick on doubtful 
dwisions. I rushed out and tried 
to get the nm]>ire to tell me whv 
the formation was illegal. He 
said ‘They were all right, hut the 
hall went diriH-tly over the center 
of the line.’ T then showed him 
that the hall didn’t go over the 
(‘('liter of the line, and he said. 
‘Well, we’ll let it og this time,’ 
As I w('iit off the field, with mv 
hack turned, the o]nv.>sing ('aptain 
took the hall, and the officials de- 
claivd that the ])lav would In' 
])hiv('d over again as thev were 
doubtful. This was worse tluiu 
the ]K'naltv, of c<mrse, hut I had 
to let it go. 

“Tenm'ss('e had the hall in Ki'ii- 
tucky’s territory in practically all 
of the first half. 

“Ill the si'coiid half, tlu* referi'C 
declaivd that 1 wouldn’t he al- 
1ow(h1 oil the field. Thev kicked 
off to ns. We kicked outside, the 
hall g(ving out and lieing awardt'd 



to Keiitiickv. This put the ball in 
their possession on our 15-yard 
line. And end rim carried it to 
the three-vard line. Then to the 
IS-incli line. A third time they 
bucked, and while in the air, Ten- 
nessee men shoved them back 
about a vard. The iimjiired called 
it a touchdown for Kentucky, ^vith 
the hall a vard and a half from the 
goal line. This was the limit. The 
hall was Tennessee’s. 

“I rushed out and asked him 
what riirht he had to give the 
touchdown to Kentiu'kv, He said: 
‘Oct off the field.’ 

“This natnrallv took the heart 
out of the Volunteers, and tlie next 
touchdown hv Kentnekv State was 
fair and si|iiare. 

“Ik'fore the game the officials 
said that r(mgh plaving would bar 
the offender and cost the team half 
the distance to the goal line. All 
during the game thev idaved as 
rough as possible. Rico was lying 
on the ground, when a Kentucky 
plavcr, possihlv aividontallv, ap- 
paivntlv inti'iitioiuillv, kicki'd him 
s(|iuirelv ill the fa(*e, breaking his 
nise and cutting his face. Rogm's 
and the op|‘i‘J^ing end had a rc'gu- 
hir fist fight, hilt the referee evi- 

deiitlv didn’t M'e it. 

“F'rauklin was kick(*d verv se- 
v(*r(‘lv in tlu' undn, and McAllis- 
t(‘i' was giv(‘ii a black eve.

Saturday afternoon a score of 17 to 
0 was registered against them by 
Kentucky State. 

Charges of incompetent and ]iartial 
officials at the game are very freely 
made by Coach Levene and the mem- 
bers of the team. Nearly all of the 
menbers of the team bear evidence of 
the rough tactics said to have been in- 
dulged in by the Kentucky jilayers, 
while two of the players are out <-f 
the game for the week at least, and 
probably longer. 

Hice, left end, returned with a 
broken nose and an eye cut open, 
which he is said to have suffered 
when one of the Kentucky jilayers 
kicked him while on the ground. 

Hanlston suffered a wrenched knee 
and will ocenjiy a position on the spec- 
tator’s bencdi for quite a while, while 
all of the players are pretty badly 
bruised and battered as a result of 
the grilling game played by the 
Colonels. 

Off the football leld, the players 
said they were treated like princes 
but on the field, they had an exceed- 
ingly bard row to hoe and accord- 
ing to the statement of the players, 
had to play against the referee and 
the umpire, who made the best gains 
of any of the men who were uphold- 
ing the honor of Kentucky Stale. 

To begin with, the Volunteers say 
that they were allowed to have noth- 
ing to say as to naming of the 
officials who were chosen without re- 
gard for the wishes of the locals. 
Then they say that these officials 
weie \ery strongly prejudiced in favor 
of the home team and as a result the 
Volunteers suffered in ways too nmn- 
ciouir tf mention. 

At any rate, the Volun‘eers to a 
Ui i:i 'iie coach and the manager, are 
of th( unanimous opinioi’ that they 
were badly treated and that on a 
neutral field and with other officials, 
the score would have been \ery 
different.

THE KENTUCKIANS. 



Contest is Scheduled For Thursday 
of State Fair Week and Promises 
to Be the Wannest Number on the 
State’s Program This Season. 



West Raleigh, Oct. 14. — Tbe biggest 
game of football to be played in 
North Candina this season will be the 
A. & M. game with the University of 
Kentucky, Thursday of fair week. A 
few years ago when A. & M, was in 
her infancy in football this team 
came east and W4m from her by the 
score of 40 to 0. But now A. & M. 
has one of tbe best football teams in 
the South. She has an enviable repu- 
tation. For the past two seasons 
there has been one time only when 
her husky team has had a score 
rolled up against her that was larger 
than her own. This was last year 
when tbe University of Virginia won 
by a close margin. In these two years 
A. & M. has played against some for- 
midable opponents — V. P. L., George- 
l<twn, Davidson, Washington and Lee 
and L'niv’ersity of Virginia. 

But the team this year is not play- 
ing on its reputation. The men know 
that there is a hard season before 
them and that it beh(M)ves them to 
work hard and earnestly if they would 
uphold their reputation. The game 
last week with the Maryland Athletic 
Club showed that A. & M. has already 
a fair team. The M. A. C. team i.s 
conqiosed of stars and All-American 
men and still A. & M. was superior 
to them. Some weak points were dis- 
covered in the game Saturday, but 
they are now being remedied very 
fast by Coaches Greene and Thomp- 
son. 

The University of Kentucky has 
also made a big reputation. Last 
year she won the State champion- 
ship and it must be remembered thor 
there are two more universities in the 
State. The team last year averaged 



180 pounds and this year it is even 
heavier. The team is composed of 
men who know how to go through a 
line, and because of this heavy line- 
btiHiing they have been known as the 
“line team of Kentucky.” They have 
already this season defeated the Uni- 
versity of Illinois by the score of 
() to 2. 

This is the first time in recent years 
that A. & M. has had a game with 
a team of the middle West and there 
is much imjiortance attached to this 
game. It is very probable that the 
University of Kentucky will cajiture 
the championship of the middle West; 
as they play Vanderbilt, University of 
Tennessee, Sewauee and many other 
large teams. 

The conches and team realize that 
this game is going to be a hard-fonght 
one and that there will be no walk- 
over for either team. Every after- 
noon, for three hours, the squad is 
worked hard in anticipation of the 
fierce struggles on the 21st. As there 
is no other game between now and 
fair week the men should be in the 
very best of condition.
